FREEDOM FIRST 


1971 November 11 


Freedom first, last and above all. That was the goal of the people who came to the New World. By establish 
ing personal freedom, freedom of religion, etc . , they felt they could achieve everything else they desired. 

A non-partisan movement must be organized which will sweep the country with the same effectiveness and enthu 
siasm as did the! Committees of Correspondence. These letter-writing committees were started by such patriots as 
John Hancock, Jo|hn Adams and Patrick Henry, whose famous speech to the Virginia House electrified the colonists 
with the line: "I know not what course others may take, but as for me, give me liberty or give me death." 

These patriots and their Committees of Correspondence led the movement which resulted in the Declaration 
of Independence and prompted the citizens of the 13 colonies to restore their liberties by fighting against the 
tyrannies of King George III, which was followed by the establishment of our Republic and the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The new FREjEDOM FIRST movement must bring more attention to the good statesmen who oppose communism instead 
of having most attention go to the avid, well-trained workers for communism and the prominent officials who do 
little to oppose: these enemies of Freedom. 

Today Senatjor Muskih of Maine, Senator Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, President Dick Nixon, Mayor John Lindse 
Senator "Scoop" Jackson of Washington, Senator Ceorge McGovern of South Dakota ? Senator Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
among others, ar|e presently mentioned for the Presidential nomination. In some states the campaigns for Presiden 
tial nominations are already under way and there are 22 states which have Presidential primaries. The Democrat 
National Convention will start July 10th in Miami, Florida, and the Republican National Convention begins August 
21st in San Diego, California. 

The dedication of these prospective nominees to the progress of Truth and Freedom and the preservation of ou 
Republic with Liberty under Law needs to be carefully evaluated. If good working people and business leaders wan 
their own jobs, freedoms and institutions to continue, they should devote themselves to figuring out how they can 
patronize business concerns and communications and advertising media which are advancing the Freedom cause instea 
of tolerating crime and communism and praising criminals and communists who defame good citizens and lawmen. 

The communists are skillful, avid promoters and indoctrinate the children and youth whom they believe will 
inherit wealth, utilizing wet nurses, tutors and companions of their choosing, to win them over to socialism. Th 
also have adroit vampires who devote their attention to captivating statesmen and businessmen who have amassed 
wealth and becomle widowers, and sometimes those who are not widowers. 

In 1903 Lenin commanded a following of 16 in London. By November 7, 1917, the Bolsheviks had increased in 
number to 40,000 overthrowing the Kerensky Government which had overthrown the Czar is t regime the previous May 12 
1917. These 40,000 communists took over 160 million backward Russians. Since 1917 communism has taken over a 
billion persons. The rate of takeover by advocates of communism has been 80,128 humans per work day, or 10,016 
per hour. The present rate of communist takeover is 5 times as fast as the average during the past 49 years. 

We should sjtrive to join with others in understanding the Karl Marx idea for communism to rule the world. 
Thorough study may reveal that communism is not a plan which mistaken Europeans are trying to force upon the U . S . 
but a plan which a few wealthy U.S. citizens are financing and U.S. intellectuals are advocating to promote world 
government. It jshould be remembered that Trotsky was not the only top communist who went from the U.S. to provid 
brains, money arid organization for the communist dictator ship in Russia. Some historians consider Trotsky to be 
the real genius,! not Lenin. Trotsky shared the dictatorship with Lenin and later with Stalin, until Stalin had 
Trotsky exiled aind then murdered by an assassin in Mexico. 

Capt. Montgomery Schuyler, writing from Vladivostok, Siberia, on June 9, 1919, reported to the Chief of Staf 
on the nationalities of the communist leadership. Of the 384 early commissars, 264 had come to Russia from the 
U.S. after the Overthrow of the Czar by the Kerensky government, which was not dedicated to dictatorship like the 
communists, but |was trying to bring Freedom to the Russians. Of the remainder of the 384 early commissars, 2 wer 

Negroes, 13 wer^ Russians, 15 Chinese and 22 Armenians. It is communists from the U.S. who are imposing this evi 

system on the free world. 

When diplomatic recognition was extended to the Soviets November 17, 1933, some foresaw the move as a grave 
danger to the life of the free world and, after analyzing what the results could be, I pledged myself that I woul 
devote more than 50% of my activities to a campaign to maintain and preserve our Republic and the free world in 
the dangerous days ahead. Every patriotic citizen should join in a movement similar to Freedom First or Law-Aid 
if all we hold c^ear shall endure in this crisis.
